five,  six  (even,  and  eight  fhilUngs,  even 
all  they  had  earned  thro'  the  harvett. 
Which  amounted  to  near  feven  pounds 
fteriihg/  Having  got  all  tfcel  r  money* 
he  goes  on  with  them,  till  about,  three  ■ 
miles  cut  of  the  town,  and  coming  to 
a  great  field  of  Handing  corn,  the  (ome* 
what  green,  yet  convenient  f«n  his  pur- 
pole,  as  it  lay  at  fome  dift  ante  from  any* 
hotife  or  perfon.

So  Tom 
got  dear  off,  leaving  the  poor  ipno<$nt 
fellow  and  the' jailor  ftruggiing  together, 
and  then  lets  off  for  Sngland  directly.
